2. The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of independent claims 1 and 13 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) 
PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this 
document): 

a map for hilly area in which the topography of the area ir represented graphically on 
at least one side of a foldable sheet (see D1 , page 1 , paragraph 10 and 17, the sheet 
having folds therein (see D1 , see the horizontal dotted lines in fig. 2) whereby the 
sheet can be formed into a three dimensional shape representative of the topography 
of said area with features represented graphically being substantially coincident with 
topographical feature formed in the three dimensional shaped sheet when the map is 
in a partially unfolded condition for reading. 
The corresponding method claim can also be read from D1 .
